THE DESTROYERS AWAKENING. 

In the wholesale business district, where 
yesterday morning stood costly and magnif- 
cent business houses, to-day are nearly four 

@cres of smoking ruins, bounded on the 

north by Essex street, east by Lincoln street, 
south by Tufts street and west by Kingston 
street. ; 

When the fire first broke out men, women and 

- children were soon aware that a repetition 
* ofthe fire of 1889 had started, but the danger 
' geemed greater than at that time, and as a 
* matural consequence a regular panic 
‘ ensued. The Fire Ohief and the 
Chief of Police took in the situation 
‘Anstantly, and in addition to calling for out - 
side help to fight the fire it seemed best to 
call out the militia to assist the police in 
preserving order. The ist and 9th Regiments 
and two naval battalions were ordered under 
arms, but happily the fremen succeeded in 
checking the progress of the fire, and the 
threatened panic was averted. 

Before the fire started the wind was blow- 
ing a gale, and as soon as the flames had 
gotten under good headway, it jincreased to 
such violence that the firemen were in great 
danger of being blown from the top of the 
buildings, which offered the only available 
places from which the fire could be fought. 
The wind sucked the blazing contents from 
“he buildings and carried them for blocks. 
As these firebrands fell they started fires in a 

score of places, but the danger had been 

foreseen and the fire was confined to the dis- 
trict in which it started. 
GAINING HEADWAY. 
Fire was gaining rapid headway every 
minute and hotter and hotter from 4:30 to 5 
o'clock. The whole of the great building of 
Horace Partridge & Co. was a mass of names, 
and the reports of falling floors and ex- 
ploding stone sounded like cannon in the 
distance. Rockets, bengal lights and 
other fireworks flamed up in a rattling 
‘series of expiosions, and whole flights 
of rockets sailed up over the flames,

AA A CALL FOR HELP. 
Acting Chief Regan, seeing that the fire was

mentioned were in ruins, the loss to 
bullidings alone being over $1,000 ,000 and stock 
and buildings over $3,000,000. The fire is 
characterized as one ofthe worst that has 
ever visited this city, even greater than the 
fire of 1872. ae, 

After great loss of life and property 
the fla mes were checked at about 6:30 o’cloc 
and work was then begun to care for the 
dead, dying and injured, who had 
to be removed several times during the fire, 
the majority of whom were confined in the 
Emergency Hospital when that building be. 
came enveloped in flames. 

The work of fighting the fire and rescuing 
the men, womenand children who had been 
cut off from escape by the flames cannot be 
adequately described. When the firemen 
first reached the large six-story building 
where the fire originated the flames were 
pouring from every window and so dense 
was the smoke and the fire so hot the fire- 
men were forced back, knowing that 
there were people within whom it 
was impossible to reach. From the third 
floor, where the fire originated, the flames 
had rushed upward anc downward so rap- 
idly that escape was cut off to all above the 
fourth floor. It was impossible last night to 
tell who was burned in the buiiding or in the 
Partridge building, which was also con- 
sumed. The firemen said there must be 
many who met death in the Partridge build; 
ing. The Captain of engine 26 says he saw 
four girls fall back into the flames, and an- 
other fireman tells of two others who met a 
similar fate on the opposite side of the 
building. 

JOHN EGAN’S AWFUL EXPERIENCE. 

The intense heat of the Partridge building 
set fire to the building occupied by the Woon- 
socket Rubber Co., and from there the flames 
shot acrossthe street tothe Lincoln build- 
ing. Both buildings burued with such 
great rapidity that ten of the employes of the 
Woonsocket company were obliged to jump 
from the windows, and were saved in the 
net. They were all badly burned. While 
this exciting work was going on an incident 
even more thrilling was being enacted on 
Kingston street. District Chief John Egan of 
East Boston climbed onthe roof of Brown, 
Durell & Co.’s building, to see ifit affordeda 
gooa sition from which to fight the 
fire. e had barely reached the edge of 
the roof when a mighty volume of flame 
soared across the little alley that separated 
that building from the Partridge building 
and rested like a cloud upon the roofof 
Brown, Durell & Co.’s block. Chief Egan 
was fairly surrounded by flames. His posi- 
tion was one of great perfil. He could not 
reach the stairway and he could not live in 
the breath of the fire fend. He must act 
quickly or die. The street was so far below 
that men looked like pygmies. To 
jump was to die. To remain 
was to meet the same fate. 
Stretched across the street from the roof of 
the Ames Building to the roof of the building 
opposite was a cable of telegraph wires. 


boldly seized the cable and proceeded to 
cross to the opposite building, hand over 
hand. He had proceeded but a few feet when 
it became apparent he could not last long, 
and, greatly do the crowd 's re · 
lief he threw both legs over the 
half-inch cable, which sagged dangerously 
beneath his weight, and slowly and tediously 
made his way toward the goalon the oppo- 
site side. 

When half way across the street his 
strength gave out and he let all hold loose 
and fell, being caught in a net held by a 
dozen firemen, 

ANOTHER MAN LOST. 

So much attention had been paid to Chief 
Egan that no one had noticed that he had 
been followed on the roof by two men. One 
belonged to his own company. His name was 
Resttrick. He and a man unknown to him 
1oliowed Chief Egan to the roof and got 
caught in the same whirlwind of flame. Fire- 
man Resttrick reached the stairs, but his 
hands and face were terribly burned. The 
unknown stranger did not come down. The 
flames settled upon the roof, and it blazed up 
froma hundred points. It was a mighty 
funerai pyre of the unknown dead. 

After Chief Egan’s marvelous escape atten- 
tion was directed to the building on the cor- 
her of Columbia street, which was enveloped 
in fames. Seventy-five giris and fifteen men 
were employed in that building by Walter 8. 
Parnes, paper dbox manufacturer, and fora 
few minutes rumors of death and disaster in 
that building were current. But happily 
there was no truth in the i rumor. The girls 
had an exciting time, but all escaped in saf- 


ety. 

At about 6 o’clocK a tremendous crack was 
heard and the crowd fell back like a gigantic 
black wave. The ruddy glare illuminated 
hundreds of faces. Then with a deafening 
roar an immense section ofthe Lincoln street 
wali of the Woonsocket Rubber Co. fell into 
the street. Noone washurt. A large piece 
of stone fell on the hydrant to which the 
three engines had been attached. Hose 
played on the burning singer Building from 
the opposite side side of the street, in the 
magnificent stone block occupied by Farns- 
worth, Hyde & o. and Gould & Walker. This 
smoked with the intensity of the heat, The 
Sashes caught several times, but were 
promptly extinguished. 

On the other side of Lincoln street, the 
block occupied by O. A. Miller, A. Marr 
& Co., the Fletcher Manufacturing Co. and 
Other concerns, was in perpetual danger for 
two hours. It was a clear lead to Summer 
street if a foothold was reached. But heroic 
work prevented the onward march of the 
conflagration. It stopped here. 

AN OLD HOTEL SAVED. 

Toward the south the fire had been eating 
upeverything that separated it from the 
United States Hotel, and it seemed as if that 
famous old hostelry must go. The flames 
swept up to its very portals, and burned out 
all the wooden frames of the windows in the 
rear, but they were beaten back, and the 
hotel was saved. The 300 guests had re- 
moved their personal effects, and the 175 em- 
ployes had done the same thing, but with 
much more bustie and excitement, The 
Emergency Hospital, too, was saved. with 
the exception of a small portion of the rear. 

The fire made its last stand in the massive 
Brown-Durrell Block, on the corner of Essex 
and Kingston streets, and it was here where 
the fire concentrated all its energy, and here 
is where the combined forces of the depart- 
ment rallied in a desperate effort. The mag- 
nificent building, constructed after the most 
scientific designs and supposed to be as 
nearly fire- proof as any structure erected by 
human hands could possibly be, resisted splen- 
didly. Athick brick wall, running longitu. 
dinally trom Essex street back formed a bar- 
rier which seemed impregnable, even with a 
perfect furnace roaring and glowing on the 
Other side. When the alarm was sounded 
and it was seen thatthe building was in im 
minent danger the occupants of the great 
establishment were prompt to act. The 
Store being equippe with a sprinkling 
aparatus, the vaives were opened and a 
perfect cataract of water saturated the floor. 
such was the efficiency of the system that 
not until the roof fell in and the walls coi- 
lapsed did the fire pemetrate to the lower 
floors. It was in this buliding where the fire 
was checked, and attention was once more 
turned to the acres of smoldering fames. 

The three greatest fires in Boston’s history. 
those of 1872, 1889 and 1893, were all rung 
from the same box, 52. 

THE LOSSES. 

Of the property, loss of $4,500,000a little 
over $1,000,000 is 6n buildings andthe re- 
mainder on stock. This is covered by an in- 
surance within $400,000 of the total loss. . 
three persons are known to have lost their 
lives. The injured will number more than a 
score. All night dong there were little knots 
of sightseers grouped at intervals all along 
the circuit of the ruins. 

The inside of the burned buildings was 
lurid with yellow flames, dull, through the 
mist of — and steam and clouds of spray. 
Through it the broken walls loomed up black 
and terrible. Every street in the heart of 
the fire district is covered with a heap of the 
wildest mass of destruction. The debris of 
walls that had fallen all over the street cov- 
ered it with jagged heaps of brick. . 

All night, after the fre had been well under 
control, there was little effort made to come 
to close quartersto explore the ruins for 
bodies. It was too dangerous and too un- 
certain in the dark. And so the work 
through the long night watch was almost 
wholly confined to ring on water froma 
vantage ground of sec and keeping a; 
Vigilant watch on the lair of the foe. 

The assessed valuation of the bulldings 
burned tothe ground, in round numbers, is 
$750,000. This sum does not include many of 
the bulidings dama water.

There 
are no persons in that hospital for 
treatment in consequence of la 

night’s great fire. This forenoon the 
condition of Charles J. Wellsworth and 
Margaret Flynn, the most critical cases at 

the City Hospital, was reported unchanged. 

The physicians at the hospital hold out 

slight hope of their recovery. 

One of the worst accidents was that of 
Theodore Crocker of East Boston, 22 years 
who jumped from a fourth-story window an

A. Hingman, expressman, was pas 
humanely unloaded his wagon, lifted 
man in, and several of the bystanders took 
off their overcoats and put them over him. 
The doctor who dressed his wounds said that 
he was the most terribly injured man he ever 
saw alive. He was saturated with blood and 
begrimed with smoke from head to foot. The 
doctor thinks he cannot possibly live. 

George M. McCallar, a book-keepe 
Horace Partridge & Co., says to-day that he 
has made a careful canvass of all Horace 
Partridge’s employes and feels confident all 
escayed. 

If Mr. McCallar’s canvass is complete the 
reports, of Joss of life in the Ames Building 
were pfobably unfounded. 


TO FILL VACANT PLACES. 


Chicago Railway Officials Preparing for 
the Switchmen’s Strike. 


CHICAGO, III., March 11.—Since the rumors 
ofa general strike among the switchmen of 
Chicago were started some time ago the 
general managers of the Chicago roads have 
not been idle, and to-day they have enough 
men engaged to fill every place left vacant 
by the strikers, 

„We are not at all anxious about the 
threatened strike,’’ said a prominent ralil- 
road manager in an interview. Since we first 
felt sure that the switchmen would ask for 
an increase in wages and would probably 


strike if their demands were refused, the 
managers of all the Chicago roads have been 
quietly at work securing men to fill their 
places. It has deen no trouble whatever to 
secure men inthe East who are willing to 
come to Chicago to work on the ratlroads.’’ 

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois Co. has 
been at work the past two days building 
berths in its freight-house at Twelfth street, 
which are to be used by the new men, pro- 
viding new men are required, The officials 
of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois road have 
made a move in the game that may precipi- 
tate the strike. An order was sent out by 
the road demanding an answer from the 
switchmen employed on the road by to-night 
as to what they are going to do. 

Grand Master Wilson of the Switchmen 
said that he did not know anything about the 
report. 

President Carpenter of the Chicago & East- 
ern Lllinois says, however, that he issued 
such an order. It is also said that the Gen- 
eral Managers of several other roads have 
made the same demand, but they will neither 
deny nor confirm the report, 

The statement is made emphatically by 
well-informed persons that it has been de- 
cided among the general managers that the 
losses of the roads occasioned by the strike 
will be prorated; that the expenses of ran- 
ning the roads will be borne equally by all 
the roads, and should it happen that the men 
would go out only on a few ofthe roads, the 
other roads will share the losses of the tied 
up lines. The managers are acting asa unit 
in the trouble. They will make a combined 
fight and will endeavor to step once for all 
the danger of havinga strike on the roads 
whenever travel becomes a little heavier 
than usual. 

At the switchmen’s headquarters every- 
thing is quiet. Grand: Master Wilson and 
Vice-Grand Master Downey refuse to say 
anything except thatthe lawsofthe organ- 
ization will de fully carried out. The 
Grievance Committee will meet either to- 
morrow or Monday, which will probably set- 
tle the matter one way or the other. 
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COMING FROM PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—Nearly 200 men 
left this city last nighton a specialtrain of 
four cars which pulled out of the 


Pennsylvania Rallroad, Broad Street 
Station, at 11 o’clockx for Pittsburg. 
All of them were under contract with agents 
in this city totake the places of switchmen 
on roads centering in Chicago, It is believed 
that the men areto be followed by 500 more 
at Pittsburg andasimiiar number from Bal- 
timore and New York. 


REFUSE TO HANDLE CARS, 

TOLEDO, O., March 11.—The Lake Shore 
engineers have refused to handle Ann Arbor 
cars, but as yet the officials have not ordered 
them to do so. Nearly all the high officials 


of the Lake Shore company are here in 
secret session. The surperintendents of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ton & Dayton, the Hocking Valley and the 
Ohio Central are also here for the purpose of 
meeting to decide onthe position they will 
take inthe matter. This morning the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad engineers met and they 
are conferring with the superintendent of 
this division of the road. something is go- 
ing to happen one way or another before 
night. Every road wants to see what the 
a are going todo and are all holding 
a ck. 

The Ann Arbor eis totally disabled to-day as 
three serious wash-outs occurred during the 
night and business would be ata standstill 
even if there was no strike. 


RAGING FLOODS. 


The Grand River Threatening Muir and 
Lyons—Destruction in Nebraska. 

Murr, Mich., March 11.—The expected ice 
gorge has formed in Grand River, about 
three miles down, extending thence up to 
within a few rods of the Lyons dam. When 
this open space is filled in with ice, the 
course of waters will be again turned through 
the streets of Lyons. 

At Muir the water is already atthe highest 
point reached during the flood of 1887. Per- 
sons living on Main street, east, have been 
forced out by a foot of water on their floors. 
The livery barns, factories and cider mill on 
Water street have three feet of water on the 
first foor, while the Opera-house block, cor- 
ner of Prairie and Main streets, has two and 
one-halffeet of water inthe basement. The 
water is still rising rapidly. 

In 1887 the ice gorge turned the Grand River 
from its bed through the business portion of 
Lyons. Buildings were swept away or 
tumbled over, their foundations being under- 
mined, store Ironts were broken out by the 
flood and goods carried down stream by a 
current which ran like a mill race. Forty or 
more houses were wrecked. 


DAMAGE ON THE LOUP RIVERS. 

OMAHA, Neb., March 11,—Advices from 
points on the North, Middle and South Lou 
Rivers, in the central portion of the State, 
report great damage being done along thes 
streams by high waterand ice gorges. The 
Same state of affairs existsin the case of 
Cedar Creek, which flows into the main 
Loup near Fullerton. The rain of Tuesday 
night swelled Cedar Creek beyond the 
banks and caused the ice to move, 
Several bridges on the branch of the 
Union Pacific were carried out. Yesterday a 
gorge formed just above Fullerton and the 
water rose and spread over the bottoms to 
the depth of 2 feet, but no serious damage 
resulted. 

This gorge broke andthe immense body of

TWO SURVIVORS: SERIOUS LY ILL AND 
Har NOT REOOVER. 


It Is Known That the First Death Was 
Catsed by Arsenic—The Coroner Is 
Investigating — Louisville’s Internal 
Revenue Collector Indicted—General 
Crime News. 


Mapi1son, Ind., March 11.—A mysterious | 
case of poisoning has developed in this city. 
Last Tuesday Miss Wa Rose was taken vio- 
lently ill and died on Wednesday from the 
effects of poison. It was supposed that she 
had taken poison with suicidal intent, as she 
has threatened to commit suicide. 

Thursday her mother, Mrs. James Clark- 
son, was taken similarly ill and died yester- 
day. 

A son, James, who left here on Tuesday for 
Anderson, Ind., was stricken in the same 
manner by the time he reached Anderson, 
and is reported dead. 

Two other sons were attacked yesterday 
and both their lives are despaired of. 

The coroner’s investigation in the case of 
Eva developed the fact that death was caused 
by arsenic, a large quantity of which was 
found in her stomach. 4 post mortem will 
be held upon the remains of the mother to- 
day and the matter fully investigated. 


ROBBED THE GOVERNMENT. 
LOUISEILLE, Ky., March i1.—Collector of 
Internal Revenue Albert Scott of the Fifth 
(Louisville) District, Chief Deputy Collector 
Wm. F. Riley and Special Internal Revenue | 


Store-keeper W. P. Shaw were indicted late 
yesterday by the United States Grand-jury. 
There are two indictments against Collector 
Scott—one for violation of the civil service 
laws, and includes seven counts. The 
other is on twelve counts and for swearing 
falsely to the pay-roill. It is claimed that 
five storeKeepers did not work on April 28 and 
29, 1892, yet they were paid for their service, 
and Collector Scott, knowing they had not 
worked on those days, signed the 
voucher for the pay. By such ac- 
tion, it is claimed, he was a party to 
defrauding the United States Government 
out of money. Riley and Shaw are indicted 
for violation of the civil service laws in re- 
ceiving money from gaugers and store-keep- 
ers for campaign purposes. 

Mr. Riley has nine counts against him and 
Shaw five. The case will be called Oct. 2. 


HER STORY IS DOUBTED.

A JAIL FULL OF WHITER cars. 

MAGNOLTA, Miss., March ¥1.—Nine~ White 
Capshave been lodged in jail here. They 
were captured in the northem part of the 
county by officers P. E. Causey, A. O. Hurst, 
O. L. Varnado and W. Mu. Gardner on war- 
rants issued by the court now in session. One 
of them is a negro andthe others are young 
white men. 

They are accused of whipping some negro 
tenants, and while they all protest tneir in- 
nocence, if is believed the State will make 
out a strong case againstthem at the trial. 
the jail is rapidly filling up, there being 
twenty-seven prisoners now and warrants 
are out for several others. 


VON HOLNITZ MUST HANG. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March U. — The Supreme 
Court decided yesterday morning that Dr. J. 
R. Von Holnitz must hang for wife murder. 
Von Holnitz was a surgeon in the Confeder- 


ate Army. His third wife was a young school 
teacher,and ina drunken frenzy he trampled 
her to death. 


PLEADED GUILTY TO BIGAMY. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., March 11.—Martin Gaus- 
wiler pleaded guilty to bigamy in the Circuit 
Court Thursday. He met and won Mrs. Frank 
Mueller,a prominent musician, last sum- 
mer.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 11.—There has 
been no official investigation of alleged cruel 
tiesinthe Penitentiary bythe Legislature.

Grants of Land by Pref-cts Held to Be 
Invalid in New Mexico. 


SANTA FE, N. M., March 11.—In the United 
States Land Court opinions have been an- 
nounced in favor of the United States inthe 
case of the Rio Colorado grant, involving 19,- 
000 acres in Taos County and the San Antont- 
to grant, said to cover 30,000 acres, not far 
from Albuquerque, in Bernal County. The 
grants were made by Mexican prefects and 
were subsequently ratified by the then Gov- 


ernor of New Mexico, The court holds that 
prefects had no authority to make 
grants and the ratification of the 
Governor !s insufficient to establish owner- 
ship in present claimants.

It expired about six months ago, and since 
then Mr. Browning had been out of busi- 
ness and pressed for funds.

Mr. Rumsey says he 
was acorrect man and expressed great sor- 
row at his tragic end. M. B. Browning, the 
son of the deceased was at one time con- 
nected withthe Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad 
at Memphis, Jenn.

LEGISLATIVE PARALYSIS. 


Complaints of legislative inefficiency or 
paralysis are becoming more frequent as 
years go by and are not confined to any 
particular section of the country. If we 
can judge from the legislative reports of 
the States this year parliamentary govern- 
ment has broken down. The most popu- 
lar and most needed measures are de- 
feated while the repeal of an unpopular or 
harmful law seems to be almost as difficult 
to accomplish. Im Connecticut and Ohio 
this paralysis is complete, in New Jersey 
the activity of the Legislature has been 
wholly absorbed furthering the interests 
of a gang of race track gamblers, while in 
Missouri the tale is too familiar and too 
mournful to justify repetition. 

It will be found thatin every instance 
‘the failure of the popular leaders to get 
measures through to enlarge the public 
good is due either to the interference of 
some powerful commercial or financial in- 
terest whose privileges are threatened or in- 
directly endangered or to certain personal 
considerations arising from social relations 
which are getting to be terribly potent for 
evil in American politics. 

In this State it is notorious that nota 
single bill can be passed unless permission 
is first obtained of alobby composed of 
three or four astute representatives of rail- 
way companies and other corporations.

GOING IT BLIND. 


Bef ore the local nominating conventions 
were held the Post-DispaTcH sought the 
direction of the campaign into channels 
which would make its outcome of prac- 
tical benefit to citizens by submitting to 
all candidates for the mayoralty a series of 
questions on local matters of importance. 

The replies were in the main valueless, 
because the candidates who gave any at- 
tention to the matter dealt in glittering 
generalities and promises without at- 
tempting to intelligently define attitudes 
or outline policies on questions pressing for 
vigorous action in behalf of popular 
interests. 

The platform adopted by the Democratic 
and Republican Conventions failed to give 
the sort of practical direction needed to 
bring the best results. The Democrats in 
devoting nearly all of their platform to 
national and State issues and in singling 
out the free library, excellent as it is in 
itself, for its only local issue made a laugh- 
able farce of the instrument as the basis ofa 
localcampaign. The Republican platform 
was a vast improvement upon this, but it 
still fell short of the demands of the situa- 
tion. While pledging its candidates to 
several desirable reforms in particular and 
beneficial policies in general it overlooked 
some of the burning questions now before 
St. Louisans and failed to clearly define 
methods and purposes. 

The people, therefore, are asked to sup- 
port candidates without definite informa- 
tion of their purposes with reference to the 
most important matters of local concern. 
No candidate has told the citizens, whose 
suffrages he asks, whether he favors or 
opposes the interference of the Legislature 
to force upon the city measures 
which citizens do not want, whether he 
favors or opposes the confiscation of pri- 
vate property for improvements which are 
wanted only by syndicates or contractors 
with pulls. No candidate has attempted 
to outline an intelligent view of the 
question of putting the wires under 
ground or has told whether or not 
he favors the granting of valuable subway 
franchises in such a manner that the city 
will control it and willrealize the fair re- 
turns to which it is entitled. No candi- 
date has suggested a plan to insure the 
protection of the health of citizens or has 
pledged himself to a practical plan of 
cleaning the city and keeping it clean. 
No candidate has expressed any Clear 
views with regard to the disposal of fran- 
chises for the benefit of the city. 

The voters are ignorant of the fitness of

candidates to deal with these pressing 


questions which must come before them 
during the terms of the offices sought, 
They are asked to go to the polls and vote 
blindly for men because they are Demo- 
crats or Republicans. If citizens consent 
to this folly—if they fail to obtain from 


every man asking their support a fair ex- 
pression of his views and purposes and a. 
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A local medical man deserves the thanks 
of such refined and cultured persons who 
may have been unable to find an opening 
by which to. get in touch with the 
prevailing craze for pugilism. This 
disciple of Escu lapius has suggested 
that a pugilistic set-to may be viewed, not 
as a brutal slugging match, but as a prac- 
tical and interesting exhibition of scien- 
tific skill and knowledge and an instruc- 
tive demonstration of anatomy.

Fitzsimmons was not merely a knock- 
out blow or as it was described 
by the sports a ‘‘clever tap on 
ze point of the jaw,’’ which put Hall to 
sleep, but it was an impacton the apex of 
the inferior carotid triangle, by which the 
shaft of the inferior maxillary was shoved 
up, pressing violently against the tem- 
poral bone, whichin turn pressed on the 
veins, arteries and nerves leading into 
the brain and caused a concus- 
sion that produced a temporary paraly- 
sis in the sensory motor nerves. Under 
the influence of this temporary paralysis 
Mr. Hall passed into that state which is 
designated in pug parlance as ‘‘sleep,’’ 
and was therefore unable to come to time 
with his ‘‘dukes.’’ 
pleasing to Mr, Fitzsimmons to know, if he 
is not already familiar with the subject, 
that asimilar impact delivered just below 
and three-quarters of an inch back of the 
ear, where allthe prominent arteries and 
nerves converge. to enter the base of the 
brain, would have had the same effect. 

Thus science triumphs over brute force 
and the prize ring becomes an educational 
institution and a factor in thé advance- 
ment of the human race. Follow- 
ing this line of development it 
may be more important to teach prize 
fighters about the hinge joint in the mas- 
toid passa, the inferior carotid triangle, 
the maxillary and the veins, nerves and 
arteries converging at knock-out spots 
than to teach them how to duck and 
counter. Blood shedding may be banished 
from the ring as vulgar and un- 
necessary. Sunday-schools and female 
seminaries may be taken by their princi- 
pals to see a prize-fight to study science, 
just as they are taken now to circuses to 
„study the animal kingdom. The only 
difference between the prize fighter of the 
future and the plain scientist will be the 
ability to place his fist on his opponent’s 
nerves and arteriés and keep his own out 
of reach of the other man’s fist. And the 
term, Professor of the Manly Art, will be 
given a significance it has not hitherto 
had. 
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Tr Government report just made public

The Sunday Saloon Question. 
From the New York WORLD, 

The Legislature should pass the bill to let 
the people of each city vote on the question 
of opening the saloons of Sunday afternoon. 

The matter concerns the people of the cities 
alone. The conditions existing in cities are 
wholly unlike those that prevail in the State 
at large, and these conditions are fuliy un- 
derstood only by those who live in the cities. 
They only are qualified to give a sound judg- 
ment in the case. 

Under the existing laws the saloons are 
required to be closed during the whole of 
Sunday. But in New York they are not closed 
and cannot be kept closed. The law cannot 
be enforced because public opinion here does 
not approve its enforcement. 

The need is for a law that will meet the 
conditions and one which will satisfy public 
opinion and be susceptible of enforcement. 

The proposal to open the saloons on Sunday 
afternoons has the approval of many of our 
wisest public men, clergymen, reformers 
and students of social conditions. If it also 
meets the approval of a majority of the peo- 
ple concerned it should be made law. A vote 
alone can decide that question, and it should 
be submitted toa vote. 


Concerning T. B. Reed, 
From the Philadelphia Times.

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HIS POLICY TOUCHING APPOINTMENTS 
IN THE TERRITORIES. 


Col. Jake Child, Undeterred, Presses His 
Claim for His Ola Plaoe— The Crush of 
Claimants Continues—Improvement in 
the Treasury Situation—The Free Goid 
Bale nose. 


Wasnmoron, March 11.—Congressman 
Springer ofIllinois was one ot the earliest 
callersatthe White House to-day, and he 
went away with the knowledge that Mr. 
Cleveland intended to adhere to his rule 
about not appointing former officeholders to 
their old offices. There is an under- 
standing that Mr. Cleveland will make 
exceptions to this rule in certain cases, and 
one of these instances is said to concern of- 
ficeholders appointed late in the former ad- 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland, who were re- 
moved by Mr. Harrison before the expira- 
tion of the term for which they were commis- 
sioned, A few such officers may obtain reap 
pointment, according to report, and applica- 
tions from a number of these thus.classified 
have already been received. 

There has been some curiosity to ascertain 
Mr. Clevelanda’s intentions with regard to ap- 
pointments in the Territories, and this morn- 
ing he expressed himself on the subject 
to a Congressman. It will be remem- 
bered that during his previous admin- 
istration Mr. Cleveland appointed to 
Territorial positions a large number of 
men who were not residents of the territo- 
ries in whichthey were commissioned to 
serve, and this policy created dissatisfac- 


tion. , 

The platform of the Chicago Convention of 
1892 dealt with the question through 
a plank which pledged the  presi- 
dential nominee to a home rule 
policy. Tothe Congressman who discussed 
the matter with him this morning, the Pies!- 
dent said he intended to carry out as nearly 
as possible the home rule pledge of the plat- 
form. He had not given the matter much 
thought, but would take it up at an early 
day. 

The rush of place hunters was as great, if 
not greater, to-day, than it has been at any 
time during the week. From noon many 
people called on Mr. Cleveland, and the 
chamber used as a waiting-room was 
crowded most of the time. 

Ex-Congressman Scott of Illinois has given 
up the contest for public printer and when 
he saw the President to-day it was to ask 
that he be appointed Collector of Internal 
revenue for the Springfield district. Unde- 
terred by the no reappointment rule, 
Col. Childs, ex-Minister to Siam, asked the 
President to send him back to the land of the 
white elephant. He was with Representa- 
tive Dockery of Missouri, who put ina good 
word for him. 


TREASURY SITUATION, 


OFFERS OF GOLD CONTINUE TO COME IN FROM 
BANKS—BALANCB, $2,500,000. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.— The Treas- 
ury situation continues to improve from day 
to day, and from thistime on the Treasury 
Department will be in a position to take the 
more advantageous Offers of gold only. To- 
day offers of $100,000 in gold were received from 


Pittsburg, Pa., and $100,000 from Peoria, III. 
The numerous offers of gold from out-of-the- 
way places caused Secretary Carlisle this 
morning to notify all interested parties 
through the United Press that gold coin can 
be received only at the Sub-Treasury offices 
in exchange for notes. 

In other words, the government will not 
pay the expense of sending money by ex- 

ress to individuals. The Sub-Treasury cit- 
es are New York, Bostop, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, 
New Orleans and San Francisco. 

At noon to-day Treasurer Nebeker received 
a telegram from Assistant Treasurer Roberts 
at New York, stating that no gold was ex- 
ported to-day from New York and the proba- 
bility was that none would betaken out 
next week. 

The ten days’ statement issued to-day by 
the Treasury shows the free gold balance to 
be $2,500,000. Acceptances of gold have been 
made, but which do not yet appear in the 
account, which brings this balance up to 
more than $4, 250,000. 


MR. DOCKERY ON DOCKED SALARIES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—Represen- 
tative Dockery of Missouri makes the follow- 
ing explanation of the ‘‘docked’’ salaries of 


Assistant Secretaries, etc., in the appropri- 
ation bill for the next fiscal year: 

Wuen we came to frame the Legislative 
bill we found thata number of the depart- 
ment officials were getting a bonus in addi- 
tion to the amount authorized by law as their 
salaries. For instance, when Mr. Hitt was 
appointed Assistant Secretary of State, $1,000 
was added tothe salary ofthe place without 
warrant of law, but in response tothe direct 
request of Mr. Blaine. When Mr. Hitt left 
the department, the salary, which had been 
raised to $4,500, was not cut down. We re- 
stored it toits legal figure, $3,500.

Anslysis of Their Condition Revealed 


An Ulustration of How the Oity Is 


Cheated. 


From time to time there have been com- 
plaints from the various city institutions as 
tothe quality and the quantity of the pro- 
visions being supplied them under the 
grocery contracts, The requisitions, after 
passing the cutting and paring of Health 
Commissioner Brennan and the close watch 
of Comptroller Stevenson, left but very little 
margin to go on in the point of quantity. Oc- 

reports woulda be heard to the 
effect that the quality of provisions furnished 
was such that it was necessary to simply ro- 
ject the entire delivery and insist upon a new 
supply. Yesterday Supply Commissioner 
Gilbert was informed of several instances 
where the contracts were not being properly 
handied and he, to satisfy himself made 
a tour of the institutions in company 
with a Post-Dispaton reporter. The places 
visited included the City Hospital, the In- 
sane Asylum, the Poor-house and the Female 
Hospital. In every one of these except the In- 
sane Asylum there were deplorable conditions 
encountered, but at the Insane Asylum the 
‘Store-rooms werd as neat and clean as the 
most critical could desire, and a positive, 
strong stand had been made by the Superin- 
tendent upon the grocery question, so that 
he got just what he ordered. The other 
places were ina sad state, however, and 
especially the City Hospital, where one part 
of the store-room is in a shed, which no self- 
ting private family would use fora 
coal shed. The rest ot the stores were ina 
basement room of the building proper. Dr. 
Marks was very much dissatisfied with what 
he had been getting. 
FIT FOR HOGS ONLY. 

An inspection was made. Their butter, 
which under the contract should be choice 
creamery, was what Dr. Marks asserted 
was cold storage butter, which had 
been frozen for some time, and which 
a day or two after it was opened began to 
grow rancid and bad so that it was hardly 
possible to use it. Prunesthe City Hospital 
had abandoned altogether, consignments of 
them having been received which were in 
horrible condition. Then turning to the 
dried apples and peaches, which in the 
samples provided with the bids were a very 
superior article, there was exhibited another 
sad state of affairs. The apples were, accord- 
ing to the experts who examined them,about 
as low grade as could be found anywhere, 
and the peaches were simply repulsive. The 
other lines froma casual examination were 
not nearly up to the standard and the 
vinegar under the microscope was a source 
of amusement and instruction as it developed 
a quantity of wriggling eels and snakes and 
such, which were the provocation of much 
badinage among the doctorsand the Com- 
missioner, who on this occasion veritably 
saw snakes, 

Dr. Marks had long ago been reduced to a 

state of hopelessness. He had kicked and 
kicked and sent back orders un- 
til he was tired and finally restricted 
himself to the simplest lines he could 
get, Oommissioner Gilbert asked how the 
half-barrels of salt mackerel were received 
and how near they were up tothe contract 
weight. At the City Hospital they had nota 
full half-barrel on hand, so nothing further 
was done as to mackerel there, and a visit 
was paid to the institutions out on Poverty 
Hill, the Female Hospital being visited first. 
Here thé supply was so scanty, thanks to Dr. 
Brennan, that a test case could hardly be 
made, the steward, in reply to almost every 
inguiry, stating that they had none of that 
now, leaving the choice of fare between 
salt fish and pork. Short of tea, and getting 
along as best it could with a scanty stock of 
groceries and 350 sick women inthe place, 
the Female Hospital seemed in pretty bad 
shape, although tbe stock of groceries was 
medium good, Then the Insane Asylum was 
visited, and there the E23 aed A con- 
dition of affairs existed. The store-room was 
neat as a pin, everything in its proper place, 
and the floor, bins, boxes and barrels all as 
clean as they’ Gould possibly be, and the 

uality of the groceries 25 per cent better 
than atany of the other places visited. 

A SAMPLE CASE OF ROBBERY. 

The Poor-house came next on the list, and 
there where from 900 to 1,100 paupers and 
incurable insane have been fed every day 
this winter it was found that while

TIM CARROLL GETS OUT A WARRANT 
AGAINST GUARD MARTIN COLEMAN. 


He Charges Coleman With Having Brut- 
ally Assaulted Him-The Old Man 
Says That Inmates Are Assaulted 
Without Provocation—Struck With a 
Bat—Police News. 


An ola man with gray beard, giving his 
name as Tim Carroll, called at the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney’s office to-day and applied for a 
warrant against Martin Coleman, an em- 
ploye of the Poor-house, on the ground of 
assault. Carroll said that he is 63 years old. 
aid had been an inmate of the Poor- house. 
He charged that on last Monday Coleman 
beat him. Coleman, he said, is a young man 
about 28 years old and is the head gardener 
at the Poor-house. 

According to Carroll’s story he was work- 
ing on last Monday under a man named Luke 
Cosgrove, who has charge of a gang 
of men. Ooleman wanted to 
put Carroll to do something else and Carroll 
refused, when he stated Coleman struck him 
three times with his fist, knocking him 
down, and kicked him twice in the side after 
he was down. Carroll stated that he applied 
to Supt. Gallagher for a pass to go out to get 
a warrant against Coleman, and Gallagher 
refused to give him the pass. He then went 
out, he states, onhisown account, and ap- 
plied for a warrant last Tuesday against 
Coleman before Justice of the Peace Jeff 
Pollard. Carroll stated that Pollard issued 
the warrant, but when he went back yester- 
day he was told that the Constable 
did not have time to serve it, and he was told 
to prosecute Coleman in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction. Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Estep told Carroll that it Pollard had is- 
sued the warrant he could do nothing in 
the matter. 

Carroll sald that he is 68 years old and had 
been in the Poor-house for seven weeks. He 
had been alaborer. He could work still, but 
for his eyes, which are bad. He has two 
grown sons, who are brakemen, dut he does 
not know where they are. His wife 
bas been dead for fourteen yeass. 
He has no other children, he says, and no 
friends, Hecannot get back into the Poor- 
house, he says, having left it without a pass. 
He is stopping at 1206 North Broadway. He 
says that the employes abuse the inmates 
shamiefully on the slightest provocation, and 
sometimes for nothing at all. He recited 
several instances, giving the names of the 
employes, and the men who beat them. He 
said hesawa dining-room man knock down 
and kick an old man 70 years old about three 
weeks ago for jostling against him. He said 
that when inmates complain to Gallagher 
he pays no attention to them.

TWO WOMEN BADLY BURNED. 


Mrs. Davis end Her Laughter Carrie In- 
jured by a Gasoline Explosion. 


Asa result of an explosion of gasoline in 
their home, 1819 St. Ange avenue, shortly 
after 8 o’clock yesterday fafternoon, Mrs. 
Davis and her daughter Carrie were severely 
and the latter perhaps fatally burned. The 
two were alone in the house and were clean- 
ing some furniture in one or the 
rear’ rooms with gasoline contained 


in an open vessel. The nearest 
light was that of a base - burner in an adjoin- 
ing room, but in spite of the distance this 
ignited the liquid, blowing out the windows 
in the rear rooms and hurling the two women 
in different directions. Carrie was thrown 
near the door and might possibly have es- 
caped with a slight burns had she not bravely 
returned to the rescue of her mother, whom 
she saw at the opposite side of the room ap- 
parently in the midst of theflames. Seizing 
à rug from the floor she threwit around her 
mother, extinguishing the fames which en- 
velo her but receiving terrible burns her- 
self in the attempt. Mrs. Davis’ burns were 
principally confined tothehands and arms, 
but her daughter was badly blistered about 
the face, hands and arms and the whole of 
the upper part of her body. Dr. Hartman, 
who was called, fears the latter’s injuries 
may prove fatal.

“ANTI-RACE TRACK RABIES. 


A Bill Introduced to Absolutely Abolish 


Betting on Races—Some Features of 7 


the Local Situation—Echoes of the 
Tate Fight—A Story for Local Gun- 
ners— General Sporting News. 


The fate of the Stone pool bill, on which 
hinges the local race track war, will proba- 
bly be determined next Tuesday. The bill has 
been made a special order in the Legislature 
for that day, where it will come up for a third 
reading and passage. The committee will 
recommend it favorably and the chances 
seem all in favor of the bill’s passage just at 
present. Mr. Wells of the St. Louis Jockey 
Club claims that his side can muster eighty- 
five votes. Ed Butler, who is looking after 
the interest of the East Side people, says he 
can do nothing of the kind. The country Leg- 
islator is much puzzled by the whole contro- 
versy. When the bill was first sprung the 
stock argument of its advocates was that 
in some inexplicable Way it was going to 
prove of the greatest advantage to breeders 
of thoroughbred stock, but he has come since 
to learn that the whole thing is a scramble 
for the privilege of running a foreign book. 
The functions of this adjunct toa race track 
is an enigma he has not yet satisfactorily 
solved. It has beon explained to him in so 
many different aspects by the representatives 
of various racing interests that it is all 
very muddled in his mind. One thing that 
may prejudice him against the measure if he 
votes disinterestedly is the fact that Jim 
Gristy and other Kansas City pool-room 
owners are lobbying earnestly for the bill. 

The lobbying for and against the measure 
has been a marked feature ofthe session. 
President Wells and Charles Mat represent- 
ing the Jockey Club have canvassed 
the members thoroughly in the interests of 
the bill. They have deen assisted by Al Spink 
and Sam Adler representing the South Side 
Park while Jim Gristy has been looking after 
the Kansas City end of the fight. Ed 
Butler has done the bulk of the fine work for 
the East Side people, who have been fighting 
the measure, and Attorney Thomas B. 
Harvey has helped him out, occcasionally ex- 
plaining the unconstitutional features of the 
billto the members and the Committee on 
Municipal Corporations. 

If the bill is passed, as seems very probable, 
the fight will be carried to the courts, and in 
the meanwhile St. Louis will be dotted all 
over with Ullman’s combination of pool- 
room and convoluted race tracks. 

ANTI-RACE TRACK RABIES, 

The Illinois Legislature is the latest body of 
lawmakers to be seized with an attack of 
anti-race track rabies. Wednesday Repre- 
sentative Berry’s bill came up in the House 
asaspecialorder. The measure is an attack 
on racing pure and simple. It practically 
means the abolition of all racing 
in the State if passed. The bill 
prohibits bookmaking or pool selling 
at any place at any time. The debate on the 
measure was furious, one side fanatical, the 
other wild with indignation. An amend- 
ment to allow thirty days of pool-selling on 
race tracks after 1893 and sixty days this 
year was voted down by a vote of 97 to 10. 
The original bill was then passed toits third 
reading almost unantmously. The bill will 
leave thellouse in a few days, and the chances 
are said to be largely in favor of its passing 
the Senate. 

It seems hardto believe that in a body of 
lawmakers where the agricultural element 
is well represented so foolhardy a measure 
could receive such unanimous indorse- 
ment. The matter of bookmaking and 
nool selling as carried on ata track such as 
Washington Park is not of a nature to call for 
public condemnation. 

Institutions like Washington Park offering 
princely turf prizes are the sole incentives to 
the breeding of high-class thoroughbred 
stock. Thelr abolition means the abandon- 
ment of breeding enterprises. It has been 
proven time and again that properly 
appointed race courses offering tempting 
purses cannot be conducted solely onthe 
returns from gate receipts. Thesale of the 
poolin privileges is the backbone of every 
big track in the country. Then, too, take 
away the betting stand and you kill the 
attendance. These are facts for cold, dispas- 
sionate consideration. If the ilinots law- 
makers think that they are justified in 
killing racing in their State and crippling 
the thoroughbred breeding industry in a 
well meaning but futile effort to stifie the 
gambling instinct of the American public 
they will passthe Berry bill. The public, 
however, will not give them credit for any 
such ethical promptings. The whole busi- 
ness will be set down as a case of itching 
palm which the race track people refused to 
tickle.

ULSTER PREPARING. 


She Wants to Euy 100,000 Rifies, But 
Cannot Get Them. 


Lonpon, England, March 11.—Facts have 
come to light which show both that the 
Ulster Unionists are in earnest in their threats 
of civil war, and also that the Government 
is resolute and vigilantin steps to prevent 
an outbreak.
